Tue English Government are very 
earnest in encouraging habits of thrift 
among’ the working classes and 
young. The experiment of receiving 
savings in penny postage stamps, 
introdaced by Mr. Fawcett, has been 
followed by # ciroular from the Vico- 
President of the Council to the masters 
of schools, i 
desirability of establishing Savings 
Bavks where tho pupils may beoome 
depositors. ‘Theso had already been 
instituted, 1,087 being in existence 
in England and 62 ia Scotland, 
and it is probable that now the atten- 
tion of the masters has been drawn 
to the subject, and their eupport of 
the movement officially asked, a great 
increase in the number of School 
Savings Banke will speadily take place. 
It is stated in the: circular that seven 
or eight years ago the pupils in the 
schools at Ghent had deposited 288, 
per head in the School Savings Banke, 
and that in France the average 
was 16s. The amount at Ghent 
appears to be very large for deposits 
in one year, as the ciroular states, and 
either the pupils must have been more 
favoured with the means of saving 
than obildren and youths elsewhere 
generally are, or the average por head 
mast have been accumulated over more 
than one year, The masters in the 
English schools are desired to impress 
on their papils that their savings should 
be made from worthier motives than 
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From the minutes of the Municipal 
Council that we published elsewhere, it 
-appears that a new road is to be made 
past Garden Villas, in continuation of 
Boone Road; but for some time past we 
have heard nothing from the Council 
about the Seward Road extension. 
* About a year ago it was understood 
from their minutes that this most desirable 
improvement was to be carried out, and 
we think some explanation should be given 
as to the cause of the delay, considering 
#ab the land necessary for the completion 
of the road was surrendered by Mr. Reding 

, before he left for Home. 

Méssrs, Hall and Holtz inform us that 
they have withdrawn from their connection 
with tho promoters of the international 
exhibition it was proposed should be held in 
Shanghai next year. We understand they 
have been actuated to take this course in 
‘consequence of unsatisfactory information 
received from one of their partners, who 
is now in England, as to the details of the 
scheme ; in fact, we believe, the represen- 
tations made to them have not been 
realised. # 

‘We are informed that Messrs. S. 0. 
Farnham aud Co, have the contract for 
laying ;the mains of the Shanghai Water- 
works Company. They have beon engaged 
on the work now for about two weeks, and 
have laid 20-inch pipes—each weighing a 
ton—for a distance of about a mile aud a 
half along the Yangtszepoo Road in that 
time, The traffic has never been stopped. 
About a mile of tho work is entirely 
completed, tho pipes having been already 








tested by water forced through thom| 


by hydraulic prossure. 

About half-past twelve o'clock this morn- 
ing the fire alarms were sounded. ‘The out- 
break proved to be in the block of Chinese 
property at the north-west corner of the 
junction of the Peking and Honan Roads. 
Twelve minutes after the alarm was first 
sounded four of the engines were on the 
scene, but fully ten minutes more elapsed 
before water was obtained from the 

_. Soochow Creek, which was not far distant. 
By this time four sliops were all ablaze, 
and’ their complete destruction was 
indvitable; and the two adjoining 
establishments were also very considerably 
damaged. When water was once obtained 
the! flames were speedily brought into 
subjection, and by a quarter past one they 

igh extingdished. ‘The six 

troyed belonged, we believe, 
to Mr. Hogg, and they were leased to 
Chinese. Each one, it is said, was fully 
innured, as a Grat-class risk, in the Houg- 
kong Fire Insurance Office. 

The second race of “the Dolphins,” the 
newly-formed swimming association, took 
place yesterday evening under favourable 
conditions, and resulted in an exceedingly 
interesting struggle.

It may be remarked that of the above 
Messrs. Rohde, Baird and Schuffenhauer 
had been put scratch simply because, as 
they had not been swimming lately, their 
powers were not known by the handieapper. 

‘The course was down river,-on a slack 
ebb tide, from the Japanese Godowns to 
the Naval Yard, a distance of 600 yards. 
Several yachts started from the Settlement 
at 5.30 p.m. bearing the competitors and 
their friends. : 

‘Tho afternoon was beautifully fine and 
the water was not too warm. 

The race commenced at 6.25, when 
Captain Croal, the limit man dived into the 
water, Captain Croal and Dowdall went 
off with a race that looked too good 
to last, evidently trying to make all the 
use they could of their time allowance, 
but the old proverb of “the more haste 
the less speed” was in this instance fully 
exemplified, as before half the distance had 
beon covered there was bellows-to-mend ; 
and Cheetham, who swam in fine style from 
the start, collared the leaders and the 
former two gentlemen collapsed. At the 
three-quarter distance Cheetham had a good 
lead and looked very like winning, but 
McKie, from scratch, (whose style, though 
ffective, we douot particularly admire) came 
with a magnificent rush upon the leading 
man, overhauled him a few yardg from the 
winning post, passed him, and notwith- 
standing all Cheetham’s efforts, won a 
splendid race by 5$ seconds, covering the 
distance in 7 minutes 21 seconds. Wilson 
was a good third. 

Thero was a spirited race for a great part 
of the distance by the last two competitors, 
one of whom eventually, amid the cheers 
of the spectators, succeeded in avoiding by 
half second the wooden spoon, When 
more leisurely dealt with by the handi- 
capper we hope to see him in a better posi- 
tion. 

We understand that the Club will have 
similar races every Thursday during the 
remainder of the warm westher, from 
which we apprehend much sport. 

A correspondent of the Siéupao reports 


that at the towns of f§j YE Nan-yang, 
FENG Wo-vo, HHL Asin-sing, and 
FAYA Tsro-neon, north of the river, in 
the Prefectures of Tung and T’ai-chow, 
and bordering on the sea, the tidal wave 
rose ou the 21st of the 5th moon (17th 
June) over a chang (10 feet,) above 
its usual height and swept away into the 
ocean, men, cattle and houses.

‘The cries 
of tho drowning were pitiable, but no 
assistance could be rendered, whilst those 
who remain are houseless, foodless, and 
penniless, and their lives hang by a thread. 
Assistance is difficult to render, but the 
alders of Tung and Tai-chow are collecting 
subscriptions. The Skéapao hopes, as the 
distressed districts are close at hand in the 



























province of Kiangsu, and not distant and 
vague like those of Shansi, that the people 
will be liberal in their subscriptions, and 
freely open their purses. Reosipts will 
be given for money and the names of 
subscribers, with their subscriptions, will 
be printed in the Shénpao, It is said some

‘The wreck of the barquentine Annie S, 
Hall, as it lies off the Taichow Islands, was 
sold by auction on Friday for the sum’ of

Thoy are to bo made to see that their 
youthfal prudence may enable them to 
be of service to others; and it is hoped 
that the lessons thas early acquired 
may be'usofal to them throughout life, 
This is all very excellent, but there is 
danger in thus encouraging the young 
in habits of gathering money; it may 
lead them to look on its acquisition as 
tho chief, if not the only end of life.

Notwithstanding that the 
Government has been allowing such a 
high vate of interest on the funds of 
the Saving Banks, that the nation has 
incurred a considerable'loss, tlie amount 
of deposits in them is only 30 millions, 
gainst 40 held by:the Banks managed 
by Trustees. In many of the latter 
je funds are lent to the municipalities 
bf the places’ where the Banks are 
pstablished, and these oan afford to 
pay a higher rate of interest thau the 
fiation, In India the amount of

them who have any money, should 
have no difficulty in employing it on 
their land, so as to get a better return 
than any rate of interest the Govern- 
ment cau offer. But with good times 
it is to be expected that the peasantry 
will have money saved, and some of 
it, at least, will, no doubt, find its way 
into the Savings Banks. 

Ibis not necessary to wean the Indian 
villagers from thriftless ways in the 
ordinary affairs of life, indeed they too 
often err in the opposite direction, 
being inclined to be penorious, but 
there are extraordinary matters in 
which they are recklessly extravagant, 
and bound by immemorial custom to 
be so, such as providing marriage 
‘portions for their families, aud it is, 
perhaps, possible that the habit of 
using the Savings Banks might weaken 
and ultimately destroy these. But the 
chief benefits which Savings Banks 
bestow, alike on the State and the 
people, and especially iu a country like 
India, is **e identification of even the 
poorer classes with the State which 
they bring about. Just as large holders 
of consols are practically Conservatives, 
whatever their theoretical political 
opinions may be, so the mechanic or 
peasant, with his savings of a few

PROPERTY SALES TO CHINESE IN HONGKONG 
AND SHANGHAI, 


‘Tue Ceylon admirer of Sir John Popo 
‘Hennessy, whose remarks we publish 
on another page, seemed to take it for 
granted that the large sales of real 
estate by foreigners to Chinese are 
proofs of the prosperity of Hongkong. 
"These certainly prove that the Colony 
has flourisbed to such an extent that 
Chinese, whether residents or not, 
have thought it worth their while to 
invest some of their money in land and 
houses within it. But whether the 
passing of a largo part of the most 
cligibly situated property into uative 
hands, will be for the ultimate good of 
Hongkong is a question on which a 
great deal could be said on both sides. 
It is not desirable that a large part of 
a British Colony should become the 
property of alions, who might ultimately 
come into possession of political and 
municipal power.- So long as Hong. 
kong is a Crown Colony no dauger 
lurks in that, but it-is quite possible 
that the Government at Home may be 
persuaded to grant it some sort of a 
constitution within the next few yoars, 
inoluding the right of choosing repre- 
sentatives in the Council. Even if 
the qualification of electors was fixed at 
very high figare, tho possession of a 
Targo part of the Colony by Chinese 
would give them a greater say io 
public affairs than most Western peoplo 
would think desirable for the Colony 
itself, There would then be some 
danger of it lapsing into something 
not unlike a Chinese city, or the 
Chinese quarter of such places as 
Singapore and San Francisco, But 
such dangers are somewhat distant, 
and it may bo said that the hypothetical 
foar of them should not be taken into 
when estimating whether the 
n cf large quantities of land 
by Chineso will tend to the growth of 
the fortunes of Hongkong. This is 
fair enough to some extent, bat not 
altogether. The prosperity of Hong. 
kong should mean chiefly the prosperity 
of the English connection, of those 
Buglishmou who made the Colony, aud 
to whose enterprise its present position 
is mainly due. It is of course gratify- 
ing to know that numbers of other 
nationalities trade aud prosper there, 
and that mauy Chinese have found it 
to their advantage to desert Canton 
and other places and establish them- 
selves in the Colony, But when we 
hear of the prosperity of Hongkong, 
it is of tho fortunes of the Englishmen 
there that we naturally think. Now, put- 
ting asidethose proprietors of real estate 
who aré fortunate enough to realise at 
high prices, wo think we may say that 
English residents, generally, will not 
derive benefit from -the fancy which 
many Chinese now have for becoming 
Janded proprietors iu Hougkong. ‘Thus 
the recent transfer of a large part of. 
the Colony to them will not tend to 

















the ultimate prosperity of the place, 
Buatin the meantime people in Hong- 
kong seem to be quite pleased. The 
Governor sang his well-practised strains 
of solf-praise, for once the motley 
Chamber furnished a sympathetic 
unanimous chorus, and the Press forgot 
to set down aught in malice. 

The objections to the Chinese becom. 
ing possessed of great power in Houg- 
kong, apply with greater force to their 
becoming predominaut here. In the 
Colony the law of England willalways 
prevail, but we live here uuder-a 
somewhat undefined aud weak system, 
which is effective for good govern- 
ment only so long as the people of 
each wationality act fairly together 
for the general good. Very consider- 
able properties have been sold 
here to Chinese within the past year 
or so. It is difficult to obtain trust- 
worthy information on these matters, as 
much secresy is oftén observed when 
property is sold; but it is generally 
understood that purcbases by natives 
have been very large, aud that farther 
transactions have been arranged, or 
are now uuder consideration. Chinese 
cannot be registered at the Bri 
Consulate as proprietors of lands within 
the Settlement, vor does the British 
Consul take official notice of sales of 
land by his countrymen to natives. 
We do not know what is done at other 
Consulates where lands are transferred 
in them to Chinese. Tho same effect 
may be given to such transfers as where 
-one foreigner sells to another. \But it 
is obvious that if the British Consul 
recognized sales of land to Chinese, and 
these continue, as they are pretty sure 
to do, we sball have such a state of 
affairs here in a few years as will 
mako it absolutely necessary to abolish 
all existing Municipal, and other ral 
and regulations, and to make sweeping 
changes in the Constitution of the 
Settlement. It is unlikely that Chinese 
landed proprietors when their numbers 
have so increased that they shall be 
able to make their wishes heard with 
effect, will stand aside and leave the 
management of affairs in which they 
will be so greatly interested to 
foreigners. Especially, if such an 
anomaly is allowed to continue, as 
that some half-dozen land and house 
agents should virtually possess a 
controlling power in Manicipal matters, 
‘The Chinese are certain to insist on 
having votes, and there is no valid 
objection that we can see to their 
getting them, which could be 
effectively offered by au elective body 
which possesses power solely from 
owning real estate of a certain yearly 
value. Our franchise is oue of 
property only. If it continues as ab 
preseut, or is only modified as to the 
extent of the qualification, it will be 
impossible to refuse a share in the 
management of Municipal affairs to 
Chinese proprietors and tenauts. Justice 
will require that they shall be admitted 
to the franchise, and that will meau 
that the controlling power shall rest in 


























them. ‘There are not many, we should 
hope, even among the most cosmo. 
politan, who would wish to see that 
brought about, uutil even the ‘best 
Chiueso have unlearned a great deal, 
and have become better acquainted 
with the working of municipal institu. 
tions, and the ends they are desiguod 
to accomplish, It is contrary to our 
policy to interfere with freedom of 
sale, but the peculiar _position 
which foreigners occupy in Shanghai 
makes it undesirable that Chinese 
should have the power of acquiring 
a predomiuating influence through 
becoming legally recognised as the 
owners of property, with all the rights of 
citizeuship which are thereby conferred, 


THE MANILA LOTTERY. 
Taz Hongkong Government seems at 
last to be about enteriug on a crusade 
against the sale of Mauila lottery 
tickets, aud it seems evident that in 60 
doing it will have to be prepared to 
stand a cousiderable amonut of opposi- 
tion, both from residents in the Colony, 
aud from the representatives of tho 
Spanish Goverument at Matila, In a 
case heard before Mr. Wodehouse, the 
Police Magistrate, the defendaut in tho 
suit was condemned to two hundred 
dollars fiue or three mouths’ imprison. 
meut, and though the fine was doubtless 
heavy in the caso of a first offence, it 
was probably ouly inflicted with the 
intention of compelling an appoal to 
tho superior Court. The ploa was sot 
up on behalf of the defendant that tho 
Manila lottery stood in a different 
position from ‘othor lotteries in that it 
was managed by the Government of 
tho Philippines and administered for 
its benefit; but as the Magistrate 
remarked pertiuently, that did uot in 
any degree prevent its being gambling, 
and the sanotion of the Spanish Govern. 
ment to practices of the kind could not 
assuredly be urged as logelising them 
under British jurisdiction, Rather we 
would say that the ovils of the 
were increased by it i 
for the benefit of a foreigu Governmont; 
as in effect the Government of the 
Philippines was subsisting on monoy 
raised in Hongkong, and raised there 
by a practice of which the laws of the 
Colony disapproved, aud whiol , is 
coutrary to the whole system of finauoin! 
morality, as underatood by Great Britniu 
and its dependencies. If there wore 
uo radical objection to lotteries, it is 
evident that it would be in the 
interests of the Colony that the money 
collected by the sale of tickets should 
remain st bome. As it is, coutrary 
to the ordinary course of trade, the 
money raised by the sale of those 
tickets is seut out of the Colony, and 
goes, not to enrich Hongkong or 
Government, but to keep up a Gov 
ment at Manila from which the Colony 
derives no beuefit whatever. Finau- 
cially then, there is a considerable drain 
on the resources of Hongkong; and 
though the purchese of the. tickets 
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month by month does not visibly 
affect its prosperity, the Government 
is not unviaturally jealous that -Hong- 
kong should sutsoribe so liberally for 
the support of an alien Colony, and 
do this without any compensating 
advantage whatever, The same objec- 
tions whioh may be urged with regard 
to Hongkong apply with greater force 
to Shangbai. There is a trade more 
or Jess romunerative between the two 
Colonies, -but there is little direct or 
indirect trade between Shanghai and 
Manile, A few cargoes of timber and 
a cortain amount of manufactured 
tobacco are the only articles for which 
we aro dependent on it; and in the 
way of exporta Manila, if it receives 
y from Shanghai, receives them only 
in infinitesimal quantities. Notwith- 
standing this Shanghai taxes itself 
heavily month by month to keep up the 
Government establishments in the 
Philippin d in order to do this 
exoites a spirit of gambling, whioh it is 
the object of most civilised vations as 
far aa possible to discourage. It is not 
ouly that the spirit of legislation of 
tho principal countries in Europe, such 
a8 France, Germany and Grent Britain 
is opposed to such a system of raising 
revenue, but also that of China itself. 
The Ohinese Government, aware of the 
natural tendeucy of ita subjects to 
engage in gambling transactions, has 
steadily sot itsclf to repress all attempts 
on the part of its own people to 
introduce gambling. In this matter, 
if in few others, it has boon oonsistent, 
and gambling is at least as rigorously 
repressed iu China as in most States 
in Europe. The action of the Govern. 
ment of Hongkong will therefore be 
































Hongkong. It was found necessary 
hore, as it was there, to put down 
private lotteries, whiob in both looalit 
had become public nuisances, but 
resnlt has beon tbat an inoreaso has 
taken place in the amount expended 
in Manila lottery tickets in both 
places. Hongkong is evidently making 
up its mind to move, and probably 

will be mooted here. It 
cortainly, as between two nations, does 
not seem fair that one should raise 
funds in the midst of its neighbour 
by means which that neighbour has 
always held to be contrary to public 
morality, and bas actually at all tioves 
repressed or confined within the 
smallest possible limits, 











‘THE PARLIAMENTARY SESSION. 
‘Tue session of Parliament for 1881 
wae considered all bat over when 
the last mail left, at least so 
far ag regards making further pro- 
gress with measares of first-rate 
importance, other than the Irish Land 
Bill, ‘Phe massacre of the innocents 
had already commenced, and though 





tenderness for the feelings of some of 
his colleagues had induced the Premier 
to prolong, yet a short time, the exist. 
ence of the bantlings of which they 
were parents, it was known that the 
hardest of fates was in store for them. 
Thus, Mr. Gladstone had not wholly 
pronounced the doom of the Baukruptey 
Bill, from which so much was expected, 
but it is quite certain it would not be 
proceeded with this year. The River 
Conservancy Bill, by which such disas- 
trous floods as large districts in 
England havesuffered from, particularly 
this year, were to be prevented; the 
Corrupt Practices Act, and the Endowed 
School aud Hospitals (Scotland) Act, 
have been put out of pain, aud thrown 
overboard. A number of other measures 
of less importance have sbared the 
samo fate, and each mail, until the 
close of the session, will increase the 
number until the Cabinet Ministers, 
like so mary Macdnffs, weep for “all 
their pretty ones.” Every one knows 
now the chief reasons for this failure 
of general legislation. ‘The session hag 
been almost altogether occupied with 
Irish affnirs, and the Coercion and 
Land Bills have been opposed in every 
regular and, wo should think, in every 
irregular way. The Houses mot on the 
6th of January, but the address was 
not voted until the 20th, instead of 
in one or two days, as has boon the 
conse formerly even when important 
amendments io it have been moved. 
Four days after the address had been 
disposed of the Coercion Bill was 
introduced, aud being fought inch by 
inch, practically occupied the whole of 





ince the early days in April 
may be said to bave beon taken up 
with the Land Bill, which at the timo 
of writing has not yet passed into Inw. 
Now, although the blame for wasted 
days and nights is chiefly to be laid 
on the small band of Irish obstrac- 
tioniste, it is impossible to acquit the 
Government, and particularly Mr. 
tone, of all share in having 
brought about a session practically 
barren of results’as far as England 
and Sootland are concerned. The 
Parnellite Irishmen were allowed to 
riot in disturbance, and to interpose 
every variety of annoyance to the 
House generally, before special powers 
to deal with them were conferred on the 
Speaker. In fact, the Irish malignants 
wore encouraged to set the Iaws of 
the House at defiance, as they had 
encouraged the Land League to break 
and defy the law in Ireland. ‘Tho 
vacillation and weakness of the Govern- 
ment tempted the enemy, and gave them 
power of aunoyance and defiance. The 
majority of the House consented at 
once, when asked, to arm the Speaker 
with power to close a debate when in 
his opinion it was being prolonged for 
the purposes of obstruction ; and after 
@ scene or two the Paruellites were 
brought into subjection for a season. 
But there is no doubt the same extra- 
ordivary powers would have been 














grauted weeks before had Mr. Glad- 
stone demanded that they should be 
given. Part, at least, of the delay 
which oconrred early in the session: is 
due to him. Aud, later on, when he 
proposed that the Land Bill should have 
precedence of other measures, the House 
readily assented. It seems, therefore, 
fair to suppose that if the Prime 
Minister had willed it, these Irish 
measures that have occupied almost 
the whole of the session might easily 
have been passed in much less time, 
While the Irish members are obiefly 
blameable for the wasted days and 
nights of the session, Mr. Gladstone 
has bimself done a good deal to retard 
the progress of business, He under- 
takes duty in the House which would 
be much better discharged by his 
subordinates. His tongue overcomes 
and rans away with him, and he 
delights in having the last word, He 
lnys himself open by this to be worried 
by his political opponents, and after 
being tormented in | manner that 
would only have made Mr, D'Israeli 
smile, he bursts into long and passionate 
declamatory arguments and rebukes. 
He made the same mistake when ho 
was last in po and he is likely to 
continue to make it as long as ho sita 
on the Treasury bench. He transgressos 
the laws of prudent speech as often and 
as greatly as ever a member for the 
Land League. When during hisenforced 
absence from the Honse in the past 
spring, the Marquis of Hartington 
was leader, business proceeded much 
more smoothly and rapidly. ‘That 
noble Lord makes no pretensions to 
omniscience, and speaking, or mere 
pouring forth of words, has no fatal 
attraction for him, as for his leader. 
His practical, but stammering speech, 
doos not tempt the House into long and 
angry discussion ; it seems rather to give 
it a sober desire to get the matter on 
hand settled as soon as possible, Had 
he been leader of the House during the 
whole session, the measures of the firat 
class which the Government introduced 
would probably been carried ont, 
As it is, there is only the Land Bill to 
show for the wasted labours of more 
than eight months; for the Coercion 
Bill is merely a temporary measure 
rendered necessary by circumstances, 
which, it is to be hoped, will goon pass 
away. The postponed measures will 
be introduced. next session, but there 
is no assurance that they will pass the 
House of Commons. For there are 
Trish measures still unsettled, and it is 
likely enough that these will be 
introduced and forced on by the 
Parnellites who are not the men to 
subside into insignificance and silence 
after having tasted the pleasures of 
notoriety.

Ir ia evident that ber policy in Tania 
bas brought much trouble aud some 
humiliation on France. And it has 
awakeued many national jealousies, 
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which may .yot lead to a rapture of 
peaceful relations’ between some of the 
Enropean Powers. The. tone of the 
French Press, when the inst Home mail 
left, ‘shows ‘that the difficulties of the 
position in Africa were just beginning 
tobe understood, or perhaps it would be 
nearer the trath to:say; were beginning 
to.:force themselves on consideration, 
The: Government and. the nation went 
into the expedition to Tunis with al? 
the light-heartedness which was shown 
atthe beginning of that march to 
Berlin, which is yet incomplete. 
Everything went well at first; the 
‘Bey:-was coerced, his people seemed 
intimidated. Aud though Italy and 
Turkey were angered, avd Euglaud 
began to: look askauce on her friend 
across the Channel, these things were not 
regarded daring the first intoxication 
of partial success. Even when it bogan 
to! be.iplain that what they had done 
in’ Tanis: was going to embroil them 
afreshiwith the most powerfal Arab 
tribes im Algeria, the increasing gravity 
of the-situation did not sober eithor 
Press or poople.:.Both indeed seemed 
to bo’ rather exhilarated by the alarm 
layed by the Porte, aud by tho 
intgution it’ announced “of sending a 
feet to Tripoli, The Minister for 
Foreign Affairs composed vigorous 
‘Notes addressed to Turkey. M. Roustan, 
whotis now suprome in Tunis, con- 
Bratulated -his compatriots on the 
‘suopess that had-attended the policy 
of which:he was:the instrument. But 
some | Frenchmen at home were 
awakening, before the last mail left, to 
truosknowledge of the real state of 
affsirs in Africa, » They saw that though 
the! Bey of Tunis had been rendered 
more of a shadow than before, and 
M, ‘Roustan was apparently triam. 
phant, the Bey’s subjects wore in arms, 
defying the Bronch army and ‘lect, 
and what was worse, displaying soldierly 
quilities “in which their own forces 
wore showing themselves to be deficient. 
“AtiSfax the French fleet were bombard- 
ingithe place aud the:-large gathering 
ofArabs' who were defending it, killing 
some ‘of the latter;:but not doing by 
day: moro ‘sinjury to the wretched 
fortifications than; could be and was 
repaired in the night. ‘The Journal des 
Débats complains that neither ‘Sfax 
nor Gabeshad'been occupied by; the 
middle of July, ‘though this should 
have been done two mouths “before.

But nothing has 
reached us, since the date of the lust 
English mail, regarding the vory sorions 
insurrection in Algeria. 

By the Inst newspaper advices we are 
told that Englaud had been argent in 
vising Tarkey to prevent au uprising 
in Tripoli, the abode, according to 
the French Press, of the worst 
Mahomedan fanatics, criminals, and 
rascals generally. It may be that Barl 
Granville’s subsequent: represontations 
to the Freuch Government had been 
rondered necessary by 'l'urkey growing 
restive ander his advice. ‘Ihe Italian 
Press continued to express all the 
bitterness of the uation ; the Spaniards 
had resolved to reinforce their garrisons 
in Morocco; the Austrians resident in 
Tanis had besought their Government 
té sond men.of-war for their protection ; 
and the powerfal Toulon fleet had 
sniled for the Tunisian const, The 
north African question was in every 
way assuming larger and gravor 
importauce in the eyes of Europe, 
though but little seemed to be 
known of what was going on; either 
from the care taken by tho French 
authorities to suppress facts, or from 
the difficulty of obtaining information, 
‘The London papers contain ouly meagre 
paragraphs, which are often transla. 
‘tions of what is allowed to ‘appear 
in the French Press; and the English 
Foreign Office have been extremély 
reticent in their replies to the questions 
that have been addressed to it in both 
Houses. It ie not likely that France 
will at present endeavour to venture 
further in the development of the 

















African policy, but rather that she will 
sit down content with the success in 
Tanis,.as soon as the pestileut Arabs 
thore and in Algeria will allow her. 
It is therefore scarcely probable that 
hor acts will endaugor the peace of 
Burope just at present, whatever 
incitement for future quarrels they 
may leave. But the prolongation of 
the insurrectionary war in Algeria, 
especially if that were attended by 
failure in the new military system from 
which the nation has been expecting so 
much, might lead to uuexpected events 
in French home politics. A few disasters 
in Algeria would make it easy for the 
Opposition to lead the people to believe 
that the sinister tactics of Bismarck 
had outwitted. their Government. And 
like almost all democracies, the French 
love to have a victim to offer in 
sacrifico when the fates are against 
their arms.

TIENTSEN. 

The amount of progress which China 
has made in the acquisition and application 
of Western science and skill is a subject 


concerning which there is much honest 
difference of opinion, and concerning which 
much has already been written, Compari- 
sons have been instituted between China 
and Japan, generally reflecting upon the 
former unfavourably as slow, unapprecia. 
tive, incapable of seizing an’ opportunity, 
and blind to her own welfare, and recom. 
mending her to follow the example of her 
dashing neighbour, ‘This ‘has “frequently 
been done without bearing in mind 
ficiently the difference between tho 
intellectual and physical characteristics of 
the two peoples. 

‘That progress has been made, I think no 
one can deny who compares the present 
condition with that of ten or twenty years 
ago and candidly considers the facts in 
the case; and a glance at the present 
condition of Japanese finances makes the 
wisdom of her rapid progress, to say the 
east, doubtful. ‘ 

Glancing briefly at some few facts which 
indicate progress in this most northern 
port, it may be remarked, first of all, that 
it is only twenty-one years since Tientsin 
became an open port aud foreign residence 
became possible. Here, then, was the atart- 
ing point, and it should be borne in mind 
that proximity to the Dragon Throne 
increases the difficulties connected with 
introducing any innovation, But what 
are the facts? 

‘The first important step taken was the 
building of smoke-stacks, and the setting 
up of steam-enyines in a side court of the 
temple in which the treaty of 1860 was 


signed—the Hai-kwong-sz (P53), 
Beside the gods of that religious sj F 
which teaches its devotees to at rising, 
"From eatly dawn till eventido, may’ al 
life preserve itself (from my unwitting atop) 
and if beneath my feet I should crush (out) 

iy life may it onco again live in (trans- 
migrate to) that pure land,” was begun 
the founding and manufacture of imple- 
ments intended for the destruction of 
human li ‘The establishmont of sucl 
works especially the tall chimuoys—i 
such sacred precincts, was an innovation of 
the most radical kind—a direct defiance 
of féngshui, with which theso tall piles 
of brick and mortar must directly inter- 
fere. But the high anthorities decided 
that for State reasons it was necessary, 
and. it was done; and no: harm “has 
befallen in consequence. ‘This is in ituolf 
a direct argument against féngshui— 
besides introducing many principles and 
the practice of foreign science, and 
furnishing employment to 200 or 300 
operatives. Here guas aro cast and gun- 
‘carriages manufactured ; small arms’ are 
repaired, percussion-caps are made, and 
shell are cast and charged, besides a 
variety of other work done connected with 
the art of war. Last year a torpedo-boat 
was built at this arsenal. “Fortunately, its 
services wero never required, and so its 
utility was never t Indoed I think 
it ipleted. 

Next camo tho plans, and the. constiuo- 
tion began of the extensive, powder ‘works 
and machine shop situated about three mil: 
cast of the foreign acttlement of Taz-tau-lin, 
‘Here an excellent quality of powder is pro- 
duced and a large variety of casting—includ- 
ing shot, shell and torpedoes—is done, 
Already there has boon raised up a body. of 
skilled workmen in wood, brass and iron, 
During this summer a small steamer of 
about fifteen inches draught, and intended 
to carry forty or fifty persons, and torun up 
the sinall and shallow stream toPao-ting Fu, 
has been coustructed for the Viceroy. All 
the machiuery is made and the work done at 
this establishinent, ‘The steameris expected 
soon to be ready for its trial trip. This of 
itself is an important step in the right 
direction. ‘The introduction of light draught 
steamers on these small streams for towing 
and rapid passenger traffic, would be of 
immense benefit to the Government and to 
the whole-country. ..This small -vousel,: if 
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of sufficiently light draught, and it proves a 
sucoées, may, let us hope, be the means of 
opening’ the’ way for more of the same 
class of boats, for the purposes of general 
trafic, Other work done at this establish- 
ment I will not delay to notice.

FoooHOW. 

Thursday and Friday last wero the 
hottest days which we have experienced 
during the entire summer. The ther- 
momoter showed 95, 96, and 97 degrees of 
heat in the shade. ‘The barometer was also 
unusually low and every sign of an 
approaching typhoon was visible. Barome- 
ter low, thermometer high, and the 
atmosphere very dull and oppressive. The 
barometer went down to 29.50 on Friday 
afternoon, ‘The following day a heary 
thunderstorm broke over the settlement 
and at the Anchorage, the rain coming down 
in torrents, and there was every indication 
that the weather was far worse np country. 
Monday last proved the truth of these 
indications by a heavy freshet which caused 
fa great rise in the river and considerable 




















damage was done to the crops and houses 
up country. At about noon of Monday 
last a house which had been washed away 
by the flood, and threo large sampans 
bottom upwards, were seen floating down 
the river, Three persons were drowned 
while endeavouring to collect a portion of 
the débris. ‘The force of the freshet was 
so great that two firms, agents for local 
Insurance Companies, issued an “express” 
requesting shippers of tea to refrain from 
sending tea down the river, until the 
force of the freshet had subsided, which it 
did on the following morning. ‘The fields 
along the Customs road were flooded, and 
tho water rose considerably over the bund. 
‘Phat there must have been a typhoon 
cinity of this port, will be seen from 
the report of the .s. Europe, elsewhere 
in our columns.

‘NAGASAKT. 


Reports reach us of a somewhat severo 
outbreak of cholera in Kagoshima, At 
first the disease-appeared in the outlying 
districts, but it is said to have at length 
attacked the town, and the latest accounts 
gave the number of cases under treatment 
as seventy. It is, however, difficult to 
obtain accurate information on this subject, 
as the Japanese are apt to call any case of 
dysentery under tho dreaded name of 
olera, 

Tt has probably never before fallen to 
our lot to have to chronicle the deaths of 
two residents in the coutse of two consecu- 
tive issues, Such, however, is now our 
painful duty, Within thirty-six hours 

ter the death of Mr, Schéneolee, recorded 
our last, Mr. J. M. Umland, proprietor 
of the Imperial Hotel, passod away. 
Messrs. Umland and Schénecke had boon 
business partners and firm social friends 
for some eighteen years, and although the 
former was fast failing and was not expected 
to survive many days, atill to the shook 
caused by Schénocke’s death may the 
hhastened end be attributed. Deceased 
expired shortly after 1 p.m, on Saturday, 
and was interred at 7 p.m. the samo 
evening. Tho funeral servico was con- 
ducted by the Rev. H. Maundrell, who, 
at the close, addressed a fow very appro- 
priate words to those assembled around 
the grave. Deceased was highly respected 
by many, amongst whom his loss will bo 
soverely felt. 

Daring the past wook the Bon, or 
Feast of Lanterns, has been the subject 
uppermost in tho native mind, to the 
almost entire exclusion of everything 
else, On Sunday, Monday, and Tuos- 
day nights (3th, 14th, and 26th, 0-4) 
the graves, with which the sides of moat o! 
the surrounding hills are covered, wore 
thickly hung with lanterns, which, froma 
distance, presented a very pleasing sight, 
especially on the two latter nights: the 
first night boing set apart especially: for 
honouring those who have departed: during 
the past year. Pyrotechnics were also sont 
up at intervals, and general feasting was 
observed by the surviving friends and rola- 
tives of those in whose honour the colebra- 
tion was being held. On Tuesday night, 
or rather early on Wednesday morning, 
the launching of miniature straw boats 
into the bay concluded the ceremonies. —

July 24th.—{1) A decree ordering tho 
withdrawal of a Censor from the Metro.

endeavoured to force upon the brass.

(8) Li Wén-min, Governor of Kiangsi, 
reports the transmission of ‘Tis, 2,000 to 
Peking, being the hat this provi 
has to’ bear of tho loss by 
province of Anhui of Tis, 4,000 of a remit- 
tance from Kiangsi on its way to Peking. 
(Tho loss of this money has already beon 
reported in the Gazette of 16th January, 
q. v.) When any portion of the Government 
subsidy is lost en route, the rulo is that 
half the loss shall be made good by the 
authorities of the place in which the loss 
occurs, thirty por cont. by the high officer 
who appointed the deputy in charge of the 
subsidy, and twenty per cent, by the deputy 
himself. ‘Tho jommissioner who 
appointed Ho Wei-chioh, the deputy in 

arge of tho treasure, has now made up 
‘Tis. 1,200, his share of the loss, and as Ho 
has not yet boon able to raiso Ts. 800, his 
share, this amount has beon advanced by 
the provincial treasury, to be recovered at 
a later date by the deputy: 

uly 26th.—Nodocuments of importance, 

July 26th.—(1) Tho whole df this day's 
Gazette is occupied with a memorial from 
Liu K’un-yi, Governor-General at Nan- 
king, answering categorically certain ques- 
tions put to him by the Board of Revenue 
concerning the saloof Husi-an salt. It would 
appear that a Consor called Ko Ohing had 
applied to His Majesty to order an increaso 
in the number of permits or liconses to sell 
salt in the Huai-an area, and this request 
having been submitted to the memorialist, 
ho expresses himself strongly averse to-any 
increase. ‘The Censor brings forward four 
proposals in his memorial, Firat, tho 
increase of permits ; second, a fixed annual 
assessment of salt revenue; third, the 
removal of impediments to’ freo sale ; 
fourth, the reduction of the lekin on salt. 
In reply the memorialist’s contentions aro 
to the following effect :—In the manage- 
ment of the salt monopoly the first essential 
is to secure a sale.” If au oxtonsive sale be 
secured the uumber of traders engaged is 
comparatively immaterial. The question 
of extended sale is restricted by the amount 
of smuggling that prevails.. Now the 
Hiuai-an area is invaded by Szechuen salt, 
afact which is acknowledged by the Censor, 
so niuch so that stocks of salt laid down by 
the traders who now hold licenses ‘have to 
wait six months or a yoar before they.can’ 
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;-in some places, which the 
orialist specifies, stocks of six or seven 
years ago being atill unsold, whereby 
capital is looked up, apart from ‘expense of 
storage, etc. Hence it follows that the. 
increase of licenses is out of the question, 
and the extension of sales is restricted 
by tho import of stocks from Szechuen. 

The system of fixed asscssmont is 
in point of fact in force at. present in 
the Huai-an area, and is maintained by 
granting the privilogo of trading to monopo- 
lists, but before the amount can be 
raised to its original standard, the import 
of Szochuon salt must be stopped. 

‘As regards reduction of lekin, inasmuch 
as the amount: of Tekin collected depends 
upon the quantity of salt sold, and the 
rovenu now derived from that impost is 
indispensable, it is only by increasing sales 
that a reduction of the tax would be 
practicable, Hampered as the Huai-an 
trade ia by the introduction into the area 
of smuggled salt from Kuangtung and 
Szechuen, salt which is better in quality 
and lower in price, it is only by tho exercise

0r's aspirations can be reali 
ly 27th. —(1) A decree ord 
immediate capture of one Héng Hui, a 
Bannerman and expectant official writer of 
tho Board of Works, This individual, who 
is concerned in tho frauds referred to in 
the Gazette of 18th July, has absconded, 
having heard that his presence was required.

He will not 
be allowed to plead any facts in extenua- 
tion of his conduct, with a view to 
obtaining mitigation of the penalty. (See 
Gazette of 10th March.)

‘The practice of gambling by means of the 
WeiSinglotteryis one ofthe great moral evils 
of Kuangtung, and repeated decrees have 
been issued ordering the strict prohibition 
of the practice. ‘These prohibitions appear, 
however, to be set at naught by lawless 
individuals, who carry on this system of 
gambling under other names, and are in 
collusion with the underlings of civil and 

il yaméns, and the wealthy gentry, 
who aid and abet them in their undertaking. 
It becomes necessary therefore again to 
enuneiate the prohibitions against this vic, 
and Wo hereby call upon the Governor- 
General and Governor of the proyince in 
question to be continually on the watch 
for offenders in this particular and to 
punish them with a heavy hand.

Srm,—A short time since a complaint was

‘A COMMEROIAL GIBRALTAR. 

Of the extremo south coast of China, 
close to the entrance of the Canton river, 
is situated the small island of Hongkong, 
not more than seven miles in length and 
about two in breadth, with a population; 
though largely increased of late years, not 
numbering at the present time much more 
than the population of Colombo. So 
conveniently situated however, is it for 
gathering together the threads of Chinese 








and British commerce, that from small 
beginnings it has rapidly advanced -in its 
foreign trade, until the yearly amount 

ented by it does not fall short of six 
millions sterling. With this large amount 
of trade howere, its afuir are managed by 
Governor and 2 small number of officials 
for somewhere about two hundred thousand 
pounds sterling a year. 

Tt was a happy inspiration that induced 
the British Government of that day to 
select this insignificant island as the seat 
and head centre of the commerce of China 
waters. The jealousies of the Chinose had. 
been a constant source of difficulty and 
embroilments for our mercantile firms in 
Canton, and these have been avoided by 
fixing on this as a little Gibraltar, to guard 
and keep together as much of ‘the com- 
merce as could be gathered from different 
directions. ‘The history of the rise and 
progress of Hongkong illustrates vory aptly 
the excellent results springing from com- 

there being 











demonstrates the true wisdom of that 
policy which especially under the adminis- 
tration of its present Governor, Sir 
John Pope Hennessey, has been steadily 
ursued towards the native population. 

uch unfriendly criticism of this Gover- 
nor’s administration has appeared from 
time to time, so much so that readers 
at a distance, unacquainted with all the 
facts, would argue that Sir Johu was a 
rash, uncompromising Governor, opposed 
to the true interests of British commerce, 
and actuated only by a sickly sentimen- 

ty for everything indigenous. 

perusal of a statement submitted by 
the Governor of Hongkoug to his Legisla- 
tive Council in June last, has shown us 
the wisdom of the policy hitherto pursued, 
and.the excellent results that have flowed 
from it. This document has been furnished 
to us by the Hon. Mr. Burnsdio, who 
received it from Sir John, with whom ho 
hashad a long acquaintance, and tinder 
whom he served as Attorney-General and 
in the Executive Council in another 
colony. It is, wo bolieve, probable that 
Sir John will pay Ceylon’a visit on his 
way to England, and it is not beyond the 
rogion of possibilities that he may some 
day rule over us. ‘The statement to which 
wo allude had reference to the census 
which had just been taken after an interval 
of only five years and it is with reference 
to certain facts elicited by this census that 
the Governor's statement has special 























jences by alluding to tho fact 
that within one yoar the total value of 
properties bought by Chines 
foreigners, amounted to nearly one million 
and three quarters of dollars, whilst the 
value of properties bought by ‘the Chinese 
from the Government was only seventeon 
thousand dollars, and the total value 
of properties brought by foreignors was 
@ little more than two hundred and 
twenty thousand dollars. ‘This large 
transfer of valuable properties to Chineso 
is accompanied by tho fact that of the 
increase of the’ population in fi 
twenty-one thousand, twenty thousand 
had boon Chinese.” During’ the same 
riod the large wealthy native firms who 
Recl largely in Waropean imports for ship- 
ment to various ports of China, had 
increased from two hundred and_ fifteen to 
three hundred and ninety-five. The 
ordinary Chinese retail traders had during 
the same period increased very nearly ton- 
fold, the numbers having been 287 which 
are now 2377. Chinese brokers had 
increased from 142 to 455. The shroffs had 
increased from 40 to 208, and Chinese 
bankers, who did not exist five yeara ago, 
now nutaber 55, whilst the dealers in cotton 
goods who in’ 1876 were 116 are now 
167. This, as the Governor remarks in 
his statement, is of interest not merely to 
Manchester, Bradford or Leeds: these 
Chinese merchants of Hongkong are now,

In-five 
years the quantity of Bombay yarn recaived 
in Hongkong has steadily’ risen’ ' from 
21,000 bales to 61,000. Tho’ increase 
in’ the value of this’ branch of trade 
has risen from lees than one million and 
three-quarters of dollars five years ago, 
to five millions and a quarter of dollars, 
whilst, curiously enough China which 
formerly exported cotten in large quantitios 
is _now a customer for the raw Indian 
product to the extent of 86,000 bales. 
‘The trade in opinm during the same period 
has slightly decreased although the trade 
in other goods than opium though large in 
quantity is actually only one-sixth in value 
of the trade with India, owing the great

Naturally Hongkong has no agriculture 
to speak of, and certainly no agricultural 
produce to enter into its trade, but it has 
nevertheless a number of rather important 
manufactures which afford a considerable 
amount of employment to the Chinese 
population, ‘The world-famed ingenuity of 
the Chinese would naturally lead one to 
expect that wherever any extensive sottlo- 
ment of them was to'be found, there cortain, 
trades and manufactures would be sure to 
flourish. It is so in Hongkong, for not only 
are there workers in bamboos, carvers, 
boat builders, gold beaters, watch manu- 
facturers, sail’ and rope makers, but there 
are also glass manufacturers and engineers, 
and it a slated thatthe glass manuftctories 
in Hongkong are capable of turning ont 
glass equal in many respects to the produce’ 
of Europe. 

That Chineso artisans when left to them- 
solves under British tion, aro 
not slow to take advantage of Western 
improvements, is evident by tho fact that 
the number of tailors in the Colony, most 
of whom work with English and Am 
sewing machines, number 1,857.

OUTRAGE BY CHINESE AT FOOCHOW. 

On Friday last, the 12th inst., a scene 
of unusual hostility on the part of the 
Chinese at Foochow towards the foreign 
community was manifested by the assault 
of two foreigners and a destruction 
of the Recreation Ground, As far as we 
(Herald) can glean, the cause of the dis- 
turbance is as follows :-— 

It appears that the natives living here 
in the settlement were informed (?), or 
rather a rumour was circulated, that His 
Excellency the new Governor, Ohin Ya- 
ying, was going with his Excellency the 
Viceroy to pay an official visit to the 
Arsenal at Pagoda Anchorage, and that,

& personage as the Governor was to 
visit the Recreation Ground was suflicient 
of itself to cause a large crowd of people to 
congregate at the place. Before going 
further, it will be well to mention here 
that the Chinese villagers in the neighbour- 
hood of the Teng Hillock, having somo 
time ago received orders to refund to the 
Rev. Mr. Stewart the sum paid by that 
gentleman for purchase of the land known

by Mr. Stewart, ‘The Chinese, having 
these facts before them, agreed to exchange 
some other pieces of land, lying in close 
proximity to the Race Course, for the 
piece formerly purchased by the reverend 
gentleman. Of this they informed the 
so-called Board of Foreign Intercourse, 
which body deputined two of 
Weiyiians), named respectively Cheng 
(ricoh and Chang Hong-shu to 
inspect tho land. These two officials 
woro en route for the Recreation Ground, 
and when the native populace saw 
them coming towards them, thought they 
were the “advance guard” of His Excol- 
Joney the Governor, and, aesing two of the 
foreign residents upon tho ground, they 
Dogan to pelt them with mud and dirt and

Such o 
matter, when spoken of, deserves but 
contempt, therefore it is’ proper for me 
to issue this notification, which I now fully 
make known to you all. For this I have 
to inform you, the inhabitants and men of 
the place, s0 that you must know that tho 
purchase of the iand and the leasing of the 
samo wero acts done by the officials ;

‘THE ss, “EUROPE” IN THB TYPHOON. 


The C.C.S.N. Co.’s steamer Europe, 
Captain Davies, arrived on Sunday from 
Foochow. On her way to that port she 
had some experience of the typhoon of the 
12th and 18th inst. We have been favoured 
with tho following extract from the official 
log of the ship :-— 

“At 0.25 p.m. on the 11th August left 
the Buoy at Shanghai and proceeded down 
the River. Had moderate northerly winds 
and overcast weather. Bar. 29.80, stendy, 
At 2.45 a.m. on the 12th passed ‘through 
ell setting in from 
-E. and S.8.E., Bar, steady 29.80. At 
9.30 a.m., had thick rainy weather with 
heavy squalls at intervals from N. by E., 
N., and N.E,; at 9.45° a.m, very heavy 
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squalls with blinding torrents of rain 
from N. and N.E. Barometer falling to 
29,60. Put ship’s head at N.E. Lat. by 
account 29° 06' N., and long. 122° 15’ E. 
At 10 am. blowing a hard gale from 
N., and high ‘sea running from S.E. and 
N-E. Slowed the engines, ship burying 
herself and the decks flooded with water. 
At noon it was blowing a hurricane 
from the N., and there was a tremendous 
high cross sea running from N.E. and 
E.S.E., making complete breaches over the 
vessel. The barometer fell rapidly till it 
reached 29,22, At2 p.m. terrific high cross 
sea running, vessel completely burying her- 
aelf, became almost unmanageable while the 
rain fell in blinding torrents. At 3 p.m. 
heavy south-easterly sea boarded, taking 
with it the two quarter boats, after wheel, 
awnings and awning booms, ico-chests and 
bath-tank, and carrying away rails and stan. 
chion. It stove in the saloon skylight, the 
windows and part of after part of the deck 
saloon and partially filled the lower saloon 
with water, damaging all apparel contained. 
At the same time it stove in the engine-room 
skylight, partly filled the engine-room aud 
stoke-hole, and put the fires out (five 
fot of water in stoke-hole) rendering ship 
helpless. About 3.30 another heavy sea 
boarded, tearing offa part of the main-hatch 
tarpaulins. Headed ship off to N.W. by N., 
the sea making breaches over her fore and 
aft, taking steam pipe covers, ventilators, 
hen-coops and several packages of deck 
cargo. All hands were at work baling, pump- 
ing, and battening down, every effort being 
made to save property. Batometer still 
fell and went down to 28.80. Gale continued 
till 5 p.m., tho vessel being completely 
under water at intervals, and drifting 
helplessly to S.W. At 5.15 p.m. the gale 
began to lull, wind at N.E. ‘The ship was 
now headingN,N.W. Soundedin 13 fathoms 
_ and after that kept the lead constantly going. 
Ato pam. gale decreasing and sea going 
own ; Bar. 28.83. At 10 p.m., being in 
nine. fathoms of water, let go starboard 
anchor, and gradually veered away cable to 
95 fathoms, vessel rolling and plunging 
heavily. Heavy rain squalls at intervals. 
Every effort was now made to free the 
engine-room and stoke-hole of water, and 
to repair damages. At midnight the gale 
was still moderating, but the vessel was 
Inbouring heavily ;” there were three 
feet of water in the lower saloon, At 
daybreak on the 13th found the shi 
to be in Taichow Bay. At 8 a.m., tho 
barometer was rising, and there was a 
moderate N.E. wind, but high cross swell 
running, and the ship rolled very heavily. 
At 10 a.m. got saloon free of water; at 
3 pam,, having got the water in stoke-hole 
and ctgine-room partly under, Jit Gres, 
got steam and proceeded, but the heavy 
easterly swell caused the vessel to roll 
so violently that it was impossible to 
Keep the fires going on account of 
‘the remaining water washing, about and 
unshipping the stoke-hole plates. All pipes, 
pumps, ete., connected with ‘the engines 
were choked up with small coal: Proceeded 
under San Shi in smooth water (Tiow- 
pung Pass) and anchored at 7 p.m. 
We again set to work to bale out engine- 
room and. stoke-hole with buckets. At 
midnight had light N.E. winds and fine 
clear weather. At seven a.m. on the 14th 
completed baling and lit fires, and at 0.30 
p.m. proceefed. “iarometer 92.90, and 
rising ; had light N.E. winds and fine clear 
weather till arrival at Pagoda Anchoraye 
. Left Foochow 
for Shanghai at 6 a.m. on the 19th, aud 
erienced light S.B. winds and fine 
ther to port. 
‘he cargo received very little injury, 
Imi unfortunately on the Friday Captain 
Davis was thrown from the bridge against 
the foremast with such violence as to 
ure his right arm severely and to break 
of the bones of the right hand. 
Mr. Carr, the chief officer, a short time 
before had been atruck by a sea and thrown 




















































from the middle bridge to the deck. He 
was only prevented from going overboard 
by the fore-rigging, but both his ankles 
were severely hurt. A Chinese sailor was 
badly ut across the back, having been 
dashed against the projecting edge of some 
of the glass of the broken saloon skylight, 
and nearly everybody on board were more 
or less cut, burt, scalded or otherwise hurt 
during the storm. 

‘That the arduous and fortunately success- 
ful management of the vessel during the 
typhoon ‘by Captain Davies, efficiently 
supported, as the event proved, by all 
his ship's company, was appreciated by 
the two European ‘passengers on board, 
the following letter will show :—

THs “NIIGATA MARU” IN A TYPHOON. 


By the kindness of Captain Wynn, of th 
Niigata Maru, the China Mail has bee 
wed with particulars of the typhoo 
ienced by that vessel on the voyage 
from: Kobe to Hongkong. |The Niigata 
‘Marx left Kobe on the 9th of August, and 
had fine weather up to:tho evening of tho 
Lith, when it bogan to assumo a threatening 
appearance. At 1 a.m. on Friday the wind 
increased, and the foretopsail. was taken 
in, During the next fow hours the.galo 
gradually grew more violent, a high 
irregular sea running, in which the ship 
Inboured heavily. By 10 a.m. a hurricane 
was blowing, the engines had to be 
slowed down, and the ship’s head put 
up to the It continued to blow 
with terrible violence for the next eleven 
hours, a thick rain, which obscured every- 
thing at s distance of half the ship's length, 
adding to the awfulness of the scene. ‘The 
sea, which was fearfully high, 
deck continually from every 
































‘itably have gone 
to the bottom. During this period the port 
boat was carried away, taking the davits, 
which were 3 inches thick, and everythin, 

else connected with it. The foresail, which 
had been refed before the gale had attained 
its utmost fury, was blown piece by piece 
out of its lashings. ‘The bridge canvas was 
also; blown away, and other don 
Everyroom was washed out, and the Captain 
remarked that after the galo had mode- 
rated it reminded him strongly of rag-fair, 
tc ses every one collecting the scattered 
remnants of clothing which had been left. 
Just as the glass had begun to rise a 
tremendous sea took her broadside, and 
Knocked her almost on her hea ends ; the 
cargo shifted ; and when they endea 
voured to get the ship cleared of wator by 
means of the pumps, these, owing to the 
ashes from the fires and’ other matter 
getting into them, were choked up, and 
Ultimately the fires were extinguished by 
the water. For some hours ‘hey lay at 
the mercy of the waves. At last steam 
was got up in the two weather boilers (the 
lee ones still being under water), and al

nine o'clock at night they sugceeded’in 
getting the vessel’ round on the, ottier 


tack, which enabled her to « partially 
recover’ from the list. “Under these: two 
boilers she ran until noon ‘of'the ‘13th, 
when the storm had'subsided. » During the 
height of the typhoon it was impossible for 
‘any one to move about the decks ; the most 
any one could do being to get under the-leo 
of anything, and hang on with’ all his 
strength to prevent the wind or sea sweep- 
ing him away. The Chinese amahs and 
boys on board, after the vessel arrived 
in Hongkong, olfered up a sacrifice of fire- 
crackers, é&e., to express their thankfulness 
for their delivery from imminent danger. 
Captain Wynn is of opinion that the 
typhoon exceeded in power any he had 
ever seen or heard of. We append the
